The Marblehead Threw 430 Fire- Inch 
Shell, ami 700 Shot.

Kr.v Wf.st. Fla>. May 20.— The Span- 
ish loss during the recent, engagement 
atCienfuegos is now known to have 
been much heavier than at first re- 
ported. Three hundred Spaniards 
were killed and several hundred 
wounded. Great damage was done 
along the coast Soon after the 
engagement the cruiser Marblehead 
picked up several Cubans in an open 

ing Col. Oriz. Lieut. Alvercz and three 

Cieniu. -us They reported that the 
Spanish losses and the damage 
wrought by shells from the war ship 
were very heavy. The hospitals at 
Cienfuegos, they said, were full of 
wounded; and fear prevailed every- 
where that American war ships would 
return to complete the work of de- 
struction. 

During the engagement the Marble- 
head threw 450 five-inch shells into the 
Spanish forces, and 7O0 shots from hi r 
secondary battery. The gunboat 
Hash villa as many more shells and 
1." >0 shots from her iecondary bat- 
tery. 

Fifteen hundred Spaniards were sta- 
tioned in an improvised fortress on a 
neck of land, and upon this the ships 
concentrated their fire, and it 
here that the most terrible destruction 
was wrought. During the heavy fir. 
of shells end just after the lighthous. 
was b'.own up, five Spaniards whe 
were running together in an attempt 
to escape, were picked off by a shell 
from the Marblehead. the gunner be-

PATRIOTIC AND SENSIBLE B RAZILIAN. 

Senhor Mendonca, in a Speech to the President, Expresses the 
Nope That All America May Unite in One 



Dhor Salvador de Mendonca, who 
had represented Braxil In Washington in 
the capacity of Minister since 1891, 
Thursday presented bis letters of recall, 
preparatory to being transferred to 
Lisbon, Portugal. 

The ceremony, which is usually little 
more than an idle foiui, was in this case 
remarkable from tbe magnificent tribute 
paid to our great Republic by Senhor 
Mendonca, who, having occupied tbe 
post of Consul Geneial of Brazil at New 
York for many years preceding his 
esaion to the Ministry, has had more 
bundant opportunity for just criticism 
tbau falls to the lot of most diplomatic 
representatives. 
The Minister said: 
"Mr. President, hoping that Your 
Excellency may concur in the belief ex- 
pressed by my Government that I have, 
in fulfillment of its instructions, dis- 
charged the duties of my mission in an 
agreeable manner to your Government, 
and adding to the expression of the best 
wishes of the President of Brazil for 
your happiness and for the prosperity of 
your country, my personal good wishes, 
ight consider closed my official ad- 
dress 

But friends do not part in the solemn 
hour in which tbe Nation is called to 
arms, with diplomatic forms merely. 
Moreover, my debt of gratitude to your 
people and Government for the treat 
which I have received at your 
bands during a residence of almost a 
ter of a century, is so great that I 
cannot take my leave without expressing 
the first citizen of this mighty Repub- 
my heartfelt appreciation of your 
nevolence toward a student of your in- 
tutions and an admirer of the high 
aracter of your Nation. 
'Opening your country since the 
lonial times as a land of refugees: 
;ablishing your commonwealth on the 
id foundation of the freedom of con- 
ence. giving to the world the princi- 
ples of the Declaration of Independence; 
affirming by tbe consolidation of the 
Union and by the abolition of slavery, 
that this continent was thenceforth con- 
secrated to liberty, your people had come 
to the front rank as a powerful factor of 
modern civilization. Fearless before the 
strong, magnanimous toward the feeble, 
deeply convinced that justice and right 
tbe corner stones of the state, and 
fairness the measure of international 
dealings: industrious, intelligent, law- 
abiding and peace loving, your Nation 
can well be proud of its achievements, 
and ne one has bad a better opportunity 
than I to satisfy myself, by a careful ob 
servation of men aud laws, of your 



I have seen your country in its dayB 
of joy and of sorrow. I saw, at the 
celebration of the centennary of your 
independence, the pastmaster in the art 
of war open the great fair of the arts of 
peace and reveal to the world the double 
greatness of tbe Nation which, in ten 
years, bad transformed swords and guns 
into implements of industry. 1 saw the 
great hero laid to rest in tbe heart of 
your great metropolis, amid the mourn 
ing of the whole laud, and witnessed bis 
ipothesis celebrated by the voire of tbe 
mtire Uuion. I saw tbe Chief Magis- 
trate of the Nation felled by an assassin's 
hand, and observed the Republic con 
tinue firm and serene under the empire of 
the law. In its ]oy or sorrow the Nation 
did not depart a moment from tne confi- 
dence in its high destiny. 

I have visited tbe different regions of 
your broad land; I know the active men 
of tbe East, the open hearted inhabitants 
of the West snd the chivalrous South- 
r. it has bees my furtune to meet the 
smsn, tbe scientist, tbe artist, the 
manufacturer, tbe farmer and the work- 
. Their common ideal is tbe honor 
and greatness of their couatty. 

1 have trod tbe modest paths of the 
land which lead to sacred places; Mt. 
Vernon, where the founder lies; Holly 
wood, where Monroe rests: Oak Hill, 



where Blaine reposes I have listened to 
tbe voices of the wind passing through 
tbe branches of the oaks, which caat 
their shade over their tombs, and learned 
the secret of your greatness. May yours 
be an inspiring example to the whole 
continent. 

It baa been my aspiration before 
leaving your country to sit again at a ta- 
ble around which all the American Re- 
publics would re enact, on a more solid 
i, the agreement outlined by the 
unratified treaty of April 2»th, 1890, dis- 
tributing the responsibilities of the pol- 
icy of Monroe, by members of the com- 
pact, as it ie due to their sovereign char- 
acter. Blessed be the day which shall 
ess the meeting of such a Congress, 
the first step for the establishment of an 
American Diet, a high Court of the 
International affairs of our continent. 

Wherever tbe duty to my beloved 
country will call me, I can assure you 
that my heart and sympathy will be with 
your noble people and with the standard 
bearer of the Republican America, who 
is advancing tbe outposts of human free- 
dom into the last intrenebments of tbe 

THE PHESIDENT'S RESPONSE. 

The President replied as follows: 
"Mr. Minister: Recalling your many 
years of efficient and friendly representa- 
tion at this capital, and mindful of the 
agreeable associations which you have 
formed with tbe officers of this Govern 
in the fulfilment of your honorable 
mission, I cannot but feel regret that 
your transfer to another post terminates 
the personal relations you have so ac- 
ceptably maintained with this Govern- 
ment and with the people of this country, 
although I must at tbe same time congrat- 
ulate you on tbe further proof of confl 
dence in your ability and zeal which 
your own Government has given you in 
issigning you to another important mis- 
sion. 

'The eloquent words you have ad- 
dressed to me show that your long so- 
journ in this country and your many op- 
portunities of observation and of inter 
course with our people have imbued you 
with a clear perception, alike of tbe his- 
torical and moral origin of our political 
and intellectual system, and of the high 
purposes which have ever inspired our 
immonwealtb in its relations with the 
other communities of the earth, whether 
they be our neighbors or our distant 
friends; our coadjutors or our generous 
rivals in tbe paths of industry and com- 
:e; or whether allied to us by ties of 
blood and similarity of constitutional 
forms or divided by differences of race 
and governmental structure. 

For nearly a quarter of a century you 
have dwelt among us, a spectator of our 
domestic development and an interested 
student of the great social and political 
problems which have so seriously con- 
fronted all Nations during those closing 
years of the world's most eventful cen- 
tury, and from wbich the United States, 
whilst steadily keeping to their own self- 
appointed path, have not been exempt. 
However sore the psssing trial or hard 
the problem of the hour, you have seen 
it met by the calm reason aud hardy for- 
titude of our people, furnishing addi- 
tional evidence of tbe wisdom of those 
who founded the Republic on the im 
mutable bases of union, Justice, self 
oontrol and charity toward all. 

1 wish for you, Mr. Minister, all per 
al happiness in yeur new field of use 
ful duty. May the memories you take 
with you of the friendship and esl 
you have won here be matched by those 
which lie before you in another land. 

"In thus bidding you farewell, I ask
